The creation of a Historian and Publicity Committee was 
suggested to dbtain and coordinate publicity and to mintain 
a scrap book of items pertinent to the Foundation in particular 
and ham radio in general. After some discussion Bill Moran, 
W4MIB offered to take on the scrap book. All members are urged 
to submit material for past, present and future items which 
might be included.

The need for better coordination of local activities was 
mentioned. K4LMB said this was the major purpose of the 
Calendar of Events in the AUTO-CALL.

The Alexandria 
Radio Club was commended for its work in providing communica~ 
tions for the canoe and shell races and many other activities.

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FCC ACTIVITY 


By Bill Grenfell, W4GF 


A letter in a recent issue of an amateur magazine by a 
presumably intelligent ham, who writes that he is a federal 
officer, displays a shocking lack of understanding of the 
‘make-up, the work priorities and other functions of the FOC 
- related to the Amateur and Citizens Radio Services. Unfor~ 
tunately, it appears that some such lack of understanding 
prevails to a significant degree on the part of some of the 
Directors and Officers of the ARRL. 


The ARRL Board's January 18, 1973 resolution Y sounds off 
to the effect that individuals and clubs "....have expressed 
deep concern over the apparent trend toward progressively 
restrictive and unilaterally~imposed regulations....and the 
potential inhibiting effect upon the orderly development of 
the (Amateur Radio) Service..." It is interesting to note 
that at the same time, an editorial was being printed poimting 
out the daily occurrence of violations of the power, broad™ 
casting, obscenity, profanity, false signals, unidentified 
communications and malicious interference limitations and 
prohibitions in the rules and calling "...for amateurs to 
engage in some re-appraisal of their operating procedures 
and tactics before FCC does it for them." The Board went 
on to resolve that "....the President and the General Manager 
are directed to undertake a vigorous program to seek reason™ 
able and technically viable philosophies of regulations and 
interpretation, conferring at all necessary levels with 
appropriate Government departments and officials...." 


In my opinion, the Board's resolution was unwise and, to 
a great degree, an emotional overreaction to complaints about 
new rules and interpretations before an adequate trial time 
had passed to see how they would work in actual practice. 
If the Board hoped that the resolution would cause the Comm 
ission to rescind or dilute the recently adopted rule amend- 
ments and interpretations about which they complain, I can 
assure them they wasted their time and ink. Jf anything, 
their resolution has added difficulty to the accomplishment 
of the very task assigned to the President and the General . 
Manager in the last paragraph of the resolution. 


If the Board's resolution is not aimed at a public challenge 
of the Commission's manner of application of its authority, 
or is not just hot air designed to mollify the complaining 
members, then the only remaining purpose served would appear 
to be to tell the President and General Manager to exercise 
more vigor J in pursuing a "program" for which they were © 
already responsible. Whatever the purpose (perhaps a mixture 
of several possibilities) the public pronouncement certainly 
did not “win friends and influence people" in Washington.

Unfortunately, the General Manager's editorial g concerning 
the Resolution did nothing, to say the least, to help the 
-Situation, The peague president's speech to the Washington 
Chapter of the QCWA served no purpose other than directing 
more attention to an unhappy situation which requires a really 
constructive approach, not more publicity. 


Lest I be misunderstood, let me emphatically state that I 
too find objection to some of the rule amendments and inter— 
pretations adopted by the Commission, particularly in regard 

to certain overly severe and overly complicated technical 
repeater requirements and the inadequate expansion of the 75 
and 20 meter 'phone bands. I think the "suggestion" of a new 
call sign system that would probably require call sign changes 
for many of us is completely unnecessary and therefore unjust- 
ifiable, and does damage to the Amateur and Citizens Division's 
image. However, in contrast, there is absolutely no indication 
that the ridiculous 20 kw CW power “suggestion” came from the 
Division. 


It was with considerable reluctance that I decided to write 
this. JI had the feeling that too much has already been said 
and written, and not enough done. However, I hope that I have. 
presented here some important, pertinent factors and views not 
heretofore presented on the matter. 


I understand the League President and the Commission's 
Chairman have recently completed an exchange of correspondence 
on this matter. I hope it will clear the way for the re- 
establishment of communication between the League Board and 
Officers and the Commission at Amateur and Citizens Division 
staff level where it belongs. There is no doubt that there is 
fault on both sides in this situation. I am sure that if the 
persons involved can give a little, they can agree to compromise 
solutions to each problem and thereby make further progress 
toward an undisputedly common goal - a better Amateur Radio 
Service. 


Finally, I recommend a great increase in the person-to-person 
contact between the FCC Amateur and Citizens Division staff and 
the ARRL Officers and the Board Members. I believe this whole 
situation would never have developed if there had been better 
communication.

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ARRL REPORT 


ARRL's executive committee instructed the General Counsel 
to request an extension of 60 days for filing of conment on 
FCC's latest Docket 19723, to enable OST and other publica™ 
tions enough time to disseminate the notice to the amateur 
fraternity. Docket 19723, which concerns an evaluation of 
the Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service, was released by 
FCC on April 20 and requires that comments be filed on or 
before July 1, 1973. 


A number of additional interpretations of the new repeater 
regulations have been made and FCC has issued a set of supple 
mentary information sheets covering various aspects of appli7~ 
cations for repeater licenses. Extra copies of these may be 
obtained from ARRL Heqdquarters upon request. 


ARRL Life Members were victims of a computer gremlin, with 
a little help from the post office. On the first run through, 
the computer failed to print April labels for QST for the Life 
Members; when this was discovered separate labels were hurriedly 
supplied to the printer. Then the post office mislaid the ship” 
ment of several thousand OSTs somewhere between Concord, N.H., 
and Boston for about three weeks. It was all straightened out 
in time for the May issue, however, and some members report 
receiving both the April and May issue in the same week! 


Fourteen countries were represented at the Region 2 Inter™ 
national Amateur Radio Union conference held in Santiago, 
Chile, last month. Discussion items included preparations 
for the next World Administrative Radio Conference and strength™ 
ening of the IARU organization. ARRL President Harry Dannals 
was elected vice president of the Region 2 IARU executive 
committee. 


QST Managing Editor Dunkerley and Public Relations Consult™ 
ant Waters recently spent four days in Little Rock, Arkansas 
to take part in a three~week pilot NASA community educational 
program. Involvement of amateur radio was in the form of 
using demonstrations of amateur satellite communications as 
a teaching aid in the space sciences. 


ARRL's General Counsel Booth reports a large number of 
recent antenna tower cases throughout the country and urges 
that amateurs be alert to impending local regulation changes 
that might curtail existing freedoms to erect towers and 
antennas. There have been no recent developments in connec™ 
tion with FOC's Docket 19555, which seeks to impose federal 
control of antenna heights under the guise of environmental 
protection. 


General Counsel Booth seeks additional information on 
amateur activities in and utilization of the 220 MHz band. 
Amateurs having knowledge of such activities are urged to 
communicate this to W3SP, 1302 18th Street, N.W., Wash.

WORLD'S MOST POWERFUL VHF TRANSMITTING STATION 


A million watts of RF energy in the CW mode is transmitted 
on 216 MHz through an antenna two miles long to produce an 
effective radiated power of 13.6 billion watts. This is the 
story of a space surveillance station at Lake Kickapoo, Texas, 
which was designed and developed under the supervision of one 
of our active, local hams, Lou Breetz, W3LB, as Head of the 
Transmitter Section of the Space Surveillance Branch of the 
Naval Research Laboratory, Washington, D.C. 


This station is the central illuminator of earth orbiting 
@bjects for a surveillance system extending across the southern 
U.S. in a great circle from near San Diego, California, to 
Savannah, Georgia. Thousands of miles of illuminating range 
are furnished by this station in a fan shaped beam whose plane 
is in register with beam patterns of the other stations so that 
sufficient reflected energy from the space objects can be de- 
tected by receiving stations on each side of this transmitter. 


The antenna of this station consists of 2556 parallel dipole 
elements mounted over a 12 foot wide ground plane. The antenna. 
is divided into eighteen sections or bays with each bay fed by 
an individual 50 kW amplifier. The transmission lines are 
nominal 6.125 inch diameter coax, made of aluminum outer con 
ductor and copper inner conductor. Estimated primary power 
consumed is about 2.2 MW. Tube filaments alone consume about 
100,000 watts. - That's BIG! EASCON RECORD - Via NRL)

Anhone who has followed 
this column will have noticed I prefer the comercial surplus 
gear that requires you to do some work yourself in order to 
get on™the-air. The little rigs sold over the counter for HAM 
FM are, I am sure, good buys in most cases; but one just does 
not get the same kick in using such a rig as from converting a 
retired police or taxi cab radio to Amateur FM. TI have been 
the whole route from boat anchor to HT220 and covered most of 
my expemiences here. Also, we reviewed such popular~ innovations 
to the 2-meter FM Ham market as the GLB channelizer - wonder if 
anyone ever thought the GLB doesn't have to be used for FM 


alone? 


MANY GHANGES. Two years ago there was only one 2-meter 
repeater in the area 34/76 - remember? I bet most of you don't, 
because you were not even aware there was such a thing as 2- 
meter FM, had never heard of a repeater and if you had thought 
the range was limited, 2-meter FM a passing fad and of no 
interest. 


HOW TIMES HAVE CHANGED, Every 30 kHz from 146.61 to 146.97 
except 146.94 (and Hagerstown has one there I have worked through) 
is the output of a repeater in this area. They may not all be 
on-the-air at any one given time but most are. That's 12 
repeaters in that segment of 2-meters alone, also there are 
several on other bands - 6 meters anf "450", There is even 
some 220 MHz FM activity with converted "Proglines," etc.

At least they keep every Tom, Dick and Sam from throwing up any 
old thing as a repeater. The new mobile and repeater logging 
is great.

LASER COMMUNICATIONS 


A unique laser, called a spin flip Raman laser is under 
development for use in more reliable and faster ship-to7~ship 
communication systems. It uses an infrared beam that can be 
adjusted to a wide range of wavelengths by the mere flip of 
a knob. 


This new laser project is under development at the Naval 
Flectronics Laboratory Center, San Diego, Calif. A carbon 
monoxide gas laser provides an intense pump beam of infrared 
radiation which passes through a small semiconductor crystal 
in a variable magnetic field. The conduction electrons in 
the semiconductor take energy from the pump beam, leaving 
scattered radiation which is shifted to a lower frequency. 
The frequency shift depends upon the spin energy of the 
electronics, which in turn depends on the magnetic field 
strength. Thus by varying the field, the output frequency. 
can be tuned. Under the right conditions, stimulated emis” 
sion, or "lasing" takes place at the shifted frequency.

ANOTHER LIGHTNING HAZARD - - THE ROTOR CABLE 
From S.P.A.R.C. - GAP. 
St. Petersburg, Florida 


So you feel safe after you have disconnected or grounded 
the antenna feed line? Not necessarily! If you have a 
rotatable beam or quad, there is usually an 8 or 4 wire cable 
connecting the rotor mechanism with the rotor control box. 
This cable leads down the mast or tower into the control or 
operating room. Unless there is some form of disconnect 
between this cable and the rotor control box, part (usually 
too much) of the lightning surge at the antenna or tower 
will find its way into this cable. Very often this cable 
runs parallel with the coax used as an antenna feed or trans- 
mission line. This enhances the chance of capacitive pickup 
from the traid of the coax, since the rotor cable is usually 
unshielded. 


In a recent case, nature added to a July 4th local fire- 
works display by lightning which struck the upper tip of a 
fibreglass quad spreader holding the 20 meter fed element of 
a quad at K4NE. The last six inches of the spreader disa- 
ppeared, leaving a “puff-ball" of fibreglass resembling a 
feather duster or cotton ice-cream cone such as one finds at 
carnivals. The eyebolt holding the antenna wire was unharmed 
but dropped down since its support was lost. There was no 
damage to the antenna or coax transmission line. 


All the antenna feeds were disconnected and grounded outside 
the shack. Yet the lightning surge entered the house thru the 
rotor cable, burned out the CIR control box, entered the strip- 
line 120 volt a.c. connection strip thru the control box a.c. 
cord, passed into the receiver and exciter which had their a.c. 
cords plugged into the stripline, and caused considerable 
damage to the receiver and exciter. Some of this could have 
been avoided had the a.c. cords been disconnected. But the 
best preventive measure would have been to disconnect the 
rotor cable. 


There is an eight-pin Jones plug disconnect in the rotor 
cable outside the shack now which can be connected to a 
grounding plug, all eight connections strapped together and 
wired to a ground rod. Truly a few ounces of prevention are 
worth a few pounds of replacement parts!

JUST BLAME MY PEPTIDES 


Scientists at the Baylor College of Medicine have captured 
animals' memory in a test tube. Memory material was shown to 
be a substance called a peptide ~ a chain of amino acids. The 
information they carry depends on which of 20 amino acids they 
contain and on the sequence of the acids. For exampie, in 
working with brains from trained rats, they found that the 
memory of an electric cell proved to be a peptide made up of 
an eight-segment chain of six specific amino acids, basic 
chemicals of life. Further, the chemicals were isolated from 
the brains of the trained rats and injected into other un™ 
trained laboratory rats which then behaved as though they had 
been trained. Similar experiments were conducted with gold- 
fish with comparable results but with different chemical 
properties involved. 


This fantastic effort to crack the code of memory in the 
mind was reported by Dr. Georges Ungar and Dr. S.R. Burzynsky 
of Baylor at the 57th annual meeting of the Federation of 
American Societies for Experimental Biology. "None of these 
substances are directly applicaule to human learning and 
memory," the scientists said, “but the important task at 
present is to identify a number of coded molecules so as to 
gain some insight into the rules of the code."
